JAPAN READY TO 
COMMENCE ACTION 


Will Probably Act Alone if Al- 
lies Do Not Show Willing- 
ness To Help

Washington, March 4—-With the 
German-Russian. peace pact signed, 
it was expected here today that the 
question of Japanese intervention in 
Siberia would be quickly settled. 


Japan believes that the peace e treaty 
means she must act at once. With 
such a spirit, it is quite conceivable, 
authorities say, that she would act 
alone soon if allied-American appro- 
val were withheld. 

Indications today were that Japan 
will be permitted to play a lone hand 
in protecting her interests in Siberia, 
but that a statement of allied pur- 
poses and limitations on the exped- |: 
ition will be made.

At the Japanese embassy i was 
hinted that the day might bring out 
important developments. Some con- 
sidered that this meant official or 
unofficial intimations of the Ameri- 
can position had been received. Re- 
ported seizure of munitions at Vlad- 
ivostok by Bolsheviki.was advanced 
as a reason for necessity of a speedy 
decision. Supplies at the Siberian 
port are valued at $50,000,000 and it 
is believed that these will be protect- 
ed by Japan in any case.

Man of Broad Interest 


The death of Dr: Raymond A. Clif- 
ford of acute heart trouble at the 
sanitarium at Clifton Springs, N. Y., 


Saturday morning came as a severe 
shock to the people of Ypsilanti, al- 
though his close friends had known 
for some time that his health was 
failing... The loss to the community 
of a man in the prime of life and of 
such rare gifts and skill and public 
value can scarcely be estimated. Dr. 
Clifford, who never spared himself 
when others needed him, very truly 
gave his own life that others might 
live; and the sense of loss and grief 
that his death brings is felt deeply 
in many homes. 

Raymond Alfred Clifford was born 
in Wadsworth, O., Dec, 24,1873. He 
graduated from the Wadsworth high 
school, then studied at Buchtel and 
Oberlin Colleges and then came to 
the University of Michigan, where he 
graduated from the homeopathic 
medical department in 1898, The 
following year he spent at Jefferson 
Medical College of the regular school 
in Philadelphia, graduating in 1899. 
He was recalled to the University of 
Michigan, where he taught © minor 
surgery in the homeopathic depart- 
ment and was assistant surgeon in 
the hospital for a year. Before he 
went east Dr. Clifford had spent a 
summer in Ypsilanti as a substitute 
for a physician who was on a vaca- 
tion, and he made so many friends 
here and/liked so much the city that 
he located here in 1900. His profes- 
sion was his passion—to it he gave 
himself unsparingly and whole-heart- 
edly. He was a constant student and 
kept up with modern developments in 
medicine and sanitation, often at the 
cost of needed rest. He was enthus- 
iastic and skillful to an unusual de- 
gree, especially in diagnosis, and 
commanded not only the confidence 
of those he served but their loyal 
affection as well. He was friend as 
well as physician, and truly carried 
his patients on his heart continually. 
His very presence was a tonic, but 
the drain on his own vitality was con 
stant and heavy. He rapidly built 
up a large and widely extended prac- 
tice: and often when a wave of ill- 
ness would sweep over this section, 
he would scarcely stop to eat or sleep 
for weeks together; and even so, ev- 
ery case received his. best thought 
and care. At times he was obliged 
to go away from home in order to re- 
gain strength to go on with his work, 
the longest period being six years 
ago, when he went abroad for a vear.

Clifford though a very busy man was 
a devoted son, husband and father, 
and utilized every spare minute to be 
with his own people, some member 
of his family usually accompanying 
him on his round of calls.
